RECENT ADVAKCE IN DERTISTRY.

Striking Developments in the Process of
Mechanical Refrigeration.

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL NOTES.

—_—

Readers of THE DIsPATCHE who desire
information on subjects relating to indus-
trial development angd progress in mechani-
cal, eivil and electrical engineering and the
sciences can have their gueries answered
threugh this column. :

Io a paper recently read before the Imsti-
tute of Marine Engineers at Btratford, En-
gland, G. W. Manual, Superintendent En-
gineer of the Pacific and Oriental Company,
gave some interesting and valuable results
of his experience in the service of that com-
pany. He says that among certsin duties
of the engine builder, which have hitherto
been treated too lightly is notably that of
secyring bearing surface. In present prac-
tice the oil intended for lubrication may be
squeczed out, and hot bearings inevitably
caused by the metal surfaces being brought
into too close contact. When bearings had
a pressure of 200 pounds per square iuch it
has been fonnd that not more than 120
pounds per square inch should be exerted
to keep them eool (this varies, according to
the material of which the bearing is ‘com-
posed), without baving to use seawater
and prevent them being ground down,
and thos getting out of line, It
has hsppened that a bearing in anew
steamer, in spite of many gallonsof oil
wasted on it, has worn down one-eighth of
an inch in & voyage of only 6,000 miles
from insufficiency of bearing surface. The
engine builder, as well as the shipowner,
has been chary, of increasing the surface by
lengthening the bearings; for to do this
mesns increase of space takenup fore and
aft the vessel, besides additional weight of
engine. This inducement, however, is now
more earefully oconsidered, as it has been
found more economical to give lll‘!l’ bear-
ing surisces than to have stenmers lying in
port refitting s crank shaft, along with
the incidental bills for salvage and repairs,
and the risk of losing the steamer alto-
gether, Proportioning the bearings to the
weights and strains they have to carry has
also been an improvement.

Another improvement that has materially
added to the duration of life of crank shaits
is the nse of white bearing metal, such ns
Parson's white brass, on which the shafis
run smoothly with less friction and ten-
dency to heat. Large and powerful steam-
ers can be driven full speed from London to
Aupstralia and back without having sny
water on the bearings, and msing oil of
what is considered a moderate price. The
introduction of the triple-expansion engi
with the three cranks, gave better bam
to the shaft, and. the forces acting in the
path of the crank pin, being better divided
cause more regular motion on the shaft, and
o to the propeller. This is specially notice-
able in sorew steamers, nnd is taken advan-
tage of by placiug the cabins further ait,
nearer the propeller, the stern having but
little vibration; the dull and heavy surging
sonod, due to unequal motions of theﬁdt
in the two-crank engines, is exchanged fora
more regular sound of less volume, and the
power torgn_e.:l‘{_ wasted in vibrating the
stern is utilized in propelling the vessel,

Photographic Telescopen.

An English astronomical journal directs
attention to the excellent astronomical work
that is being done in this country, partien-
larly through the sgency of photography,
and calls upon British astronomers to bestir
themselves. The recent giit of Misa C. W.
Bruce, of New York, of $50,000 to be ap-
plied “to the construction of a photographie
telescope having an objective of about 24
inches aperture, with s focal length of
about 11 feet, and of the character deseribed
by the director of the astronomienl observa-
tory of Harvard College (to which the gift
is presented) in his circular of November
last; also to secure its use under favorable
climatic econditions in such a way as in his
judgment will best advance astronomieal
science,” will materially strengthen the
hands of American astronomers. Stars too
faint to be detested with mr other instru.
ment may be photographed with the 24 inch
lens, and any person could thus obtain at a
com ively small cost & map of a
portion of the sky -showing stars too
faint for him to observe in any other way,
Many investigations may be carried on b
means of these plates; for instance, a mreg
for double stars, for nebulae, for asteroi
for variable stars by comparison of plates
the same region en on different nights,
for stars having large proper motion when
we have mlm repeated after s consid-
erable in of time. In all these cases
the plate furnishes an sceurate messure of
the object dircovered. In some cases it is
estimated that 20,000 or 30,000 stars hav:
been pholognphec’l on & single plate, Cali.
fornis now has the largest and r-ost power-

ful astronomical telescope in the ana
this action gives it also the t
to be used for solely photographie purposes.

Mechanicnl Refrigeration.

There have lately been some striking de-
velopments in the processes by which car-
cases of fresh meat ean be preserved duriag
long voyages. It is found, however, that
though the carcases are landed in perfect
condition, as soon as they are taken from
the “‘cola rooms™ of the ships, deterioration
commences. Yu order to avoid this, the
London & Tilbury Co., London, England,
bave provided s special fleet of barges. The
barges are entirely independent of the
souree of refrigeration, and can be attached
to and separated from the refrigerating ap-
paratus with great facility., They are cone
structed in & similar manner to the eold
chambers on board meat-carrying steaners,
and are each eapable ot mming‘&l? tons of
carenses. A separsts barge contains the

Beareh Light Prejector.

A very valusbleelectric appliance, which
has come into extensive use, is the search

with a eurrent of 10 pmperes. The search
lights for projectors often take from T0to 150

AW of current, giving s light of up to
30,000 candie power. The projector is larzely
used on bonrlhip. The electric carbons
are ted by a hand feed, and the move-

ment of the lantern is effected in two ways:
by hand for rough adjustment, in which
case the lower handle which operates the
lock-uut is loosened and the whole lantern
then moves by hand; and for finer adjusi-
ment the lock-anut is tightesed, and the
worm gearing serves to effect any desired
degree ol elevation or d ion. A leature
of these projectors is"the flashing arran
ment for sending sigoals. The upper han
which operates two sheets of blackened
sheet metal, closes them together with the
one motion to allow the full beam to pass,
and opens them with the reverse motion to
cut off the light. By this means long or
short flas can be used to signal in the
Morse code.

A German phylician records an ex-
perience which shows the dangerof perform-
ing operations that require anmsthesia b
gas light. It appears that the fumes o
chloroform mingling with those of the gas,
form a compound that tends to produoce
asphyxia in those under the influence of the
drug. He records one death from that
cause, and in another case the experience
was very peculiar while underthe influence
of the anmsthetic the patient’s mespiration
was unaflected, and it was only afier he re-
gained consciousness that the symptoms of
asphyxia set in; these were promptly re-
moved by the free ventilation of the room.

less in both. Bome 25 years after Owen’s
discovery, that is in 1860, Zenker proved
that the trichine, instead of being harmless,
were the cause of one of the most serious
diseases that humanity is subjeet to.

A trichina i a minute worm-iike animal,
almost invisible to the nuked eye. It is
about one-thirtieth of an ineh in length, bhas
a distinet head, mouth, intestinal eanal and
other organs. An enormously enl

It is during the encysting process that all
the symptoms of trichinosis, as the disease
is called, are at their fullest intensity.

In the course of ti if the host lives,
lime salts are deposited in and around the
n-ichinn} making a chalky concretion,
which, if the musecle be examined after
death, is often visible to the naked eye as s
minute white speck. The trichina itself,
however, is invisible witkout the aid of a
microscope.

The parasites do ot generate in the mus-
cles and only one generaton is the result of
one infection, Thut is, ench female swal-
lowed gives birth to a certsin number of
progeny, snd then she, herself, dies and the
progeny do mot multiply. Thus it is seen
that the number of trichine developed will,
unlike disease be directly in propor-
tion to the num swallowed. Thus the
number of trichine which invades the mus-
cles in any given case, may vary from a few
hundreds to° many millions. Now it is
just on thesenumbers thatthe severity of the
disease depends, A few hundreds in the
muscles m& give rise to what may be, and
frequently is considered as & muscular rhen-
matism. From this all grades of the disease
are encountered up to a degree of severit
when the little animals are present in suc
